How “fGrees Grow. 
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Paper trom Seaweed. 


Most of us know that iodine is pro- 
duced from seaweed and that Carrageen 
moss can be made into a succulent article 
of diet, but it was only the other day 
when I discovered that a Russian chemist 
has invented a method of producing paper 
from seaweed. Apparently all the essential 
chemicals for paper-making are to be 
found in seaweed growing on the shores 
of the Siberian iss, and bv this new 
process several different kinds of paper 
can be produced in a very short time. 

The discovery, if it attains a com- 
mercial scale, will have a considerable 
influence on the present price of paper, 
which is tending to rise, since all the 
countries producing timber for paper- 
making are over-cutting, and there is a 
danger of a world shortage within the 
next half century. 


Plays Many Parts. 


We have now grown accustomed to the 
manner in which old barracks have been 
converted into civil dwellings, and are no 
way surprised to hear the shouts of 
children where the sergeant-major once 
reigned in anidiatinaes supremacy of 
voice-production. In England, too, 
prisons have become offices, and the click 
of typewriters replaces the tramp of the 
prisoners at exercise. I doubt if any build- 
ing of its kind has survived so many reles 
as has the castle of Waterford. First it was 
a Danish stronghold whence that Reginald 
who founded the trading fortunes of the 
city wielded his sway, half-merchant, half- 
pirate. Then Strongbow turned the Norse 
fort into a Norman keep, destined to 
arouse jealousy in the mind of monarchs 
who preferred that castles of that strength 
and importance should be theirs alone. In 
three centuries the dismantled battle- 
ments rudely protected the Waterford 
Mint, and coin instead of cannon-balls 
issued from the fastness. In the early 
years of the nineteenth century came the 
next ré/e, and the proud walls served now 
but to restrain refractory boys and 
beggars. 


Gree Growth. 


Every boy scout knows that savages can 
find their way through trackless forests by 
means of the trees, whose branches spread 
out most luxuriantly on the side facing 
the south. The giants of the forest, as it 
were, extend their arms towards the sun. 
A Japanese professor has recently been 
making investigations on the influence of 
the weather on tree-growth, his attention 
having been mostly confined to the tree, 
pinus nigra. He finds that the pericd of 
growth is chjefly confined to the last days 
of May, June and the first half of July. 
The extension of the tree is most rapid 
during this period, but it is not uniform. 
During the night there is a cessation of 
growth, or even recession, and this con- 
tinues for some time after sunrise. Then 
the tree begins to lengthen towards noon 
and continues to do so until evening. 
These results have been achieved by a 
delicate apparatus special: designed for 
the purpose of carrying out the investiza. 
tions. During the remaining period of 
the vear there is little extension, except 
in windy weather, which causes the roots 
of the tree to strike dve ver into the soil 
whence it draws its nutriment. 


Wintering at Whipsnade. 


It seems ridiculously trite to say ‘that 
the winter is coming in; yet I would 
like to have a penny for every time when 
it has been said in the past week. One 
community in which this remark is not 
heard at all, though its message is known, 


is that at Whipsnade, the open-air ‘‘ Zoo"’ 
in England, which has been. such a great 
success since its opening. Some of the 
animals have had to be Loose back to 
their.old familiar quarters, but some can 
be left to pass the winter in the open— 
wolves, for instance, and zebras, llamas 
and polar bears. Young lions have been 
left to fend for themselves in a sheltered 
wood, which may seem rather surprising. 
One animal’s treatment shows that his 
importance, which has been recognised for 
centuries, has not any whit lessened. 
This is the lordly ‘‘ Jumbo.” His 
demesne has been luxurious up to this, as 
we know, but now the latest thing in 
electric central heating is being installed 
in his castle, so that his majesty may not 
be put out by the inconsistencies for 
which the English climate is notorious. 


Ghe Commerash Dominie. 


The history of education in Ireland 
has giuch of the noble and romantic 
aboat it, but surely nothing so surprising 
as the action, about a century ago, of the 
wild inhabitants of the Commeragh Moun- 
tains, who are said to be one with those 
old Cimbri that gave Rome so much 
trouble., These people shared the general 
Irish veneration for learning, but could 
not by fair means persuade even the 
poorest teacher to exile himself among 
their fastnesses. Accordingly, they de- 
cided to take what they could not hope 
for otherwise. They raided the valley 
and carried off by main force a well-known 
teacher. They built him a house; they 
dug him a kitchen garden, and they 
afforded him furniture, fuel and stock, all 
of the best. Then they bade him get to 
work with their children, giving him to 
understand that he would get all the good 
treatment they could offer, but that he 
would not be let go for five years, by 
which time, they expected, he would have 
at. least one scholar sufficiently advanced 
to succeed him. He found the children 
apt pupils, and though at first he chafed 
under his quasi-captivity, when the 
allotted time was up he found it impos 
sible to tear himself away from a folk who 
had become his friends, and concluded his 
days there in material prosperity and 
sreat honour. 


Simple Tous. 


A serics of lectures which has been 
arranged by the London County Council 
includes instruction in the making 
of wind instruments from bamboo cane. 
This brings a toy within the reach of the 
million—a toy which has the double 
attraction of being like the dearer thing 
in appearance and being the work of the 
owner's own hands. Such an instrument 
is certain to be popular, since the general 
rule with such things is that they 
obstinately refuse to work correctly. J] 
remember (writes a correspondent) an old 
farm hand I used to know when a boy. 
whom I met in a field on the banks of 
the Tolka behind Glasnevin Cemetery. 
This old fellow, like all his kind, was wel] 
versed in the lore of the countryside, and 
used to show me time and time again how 
to make whistles from the rushes growing 
by the river. Whenever he made them 
they always played fit to riva] any 
Orphean lute—that is, as far as I can 
remember. Another trick of his was to 
make a fearful shriek by blowing on a 
blade of grass stretched between the sides 
of his thumbs. This latter trick was easy 
to master, but for many others that he 
knew one seemed to need something 
inherent and apparently unattainable— 
something which he vaguely described as 
‘th’ knack.”

CORK’S INDUSTRIAL FAIR. 


From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Sunday. 
OBODY in the South will be sorry to 
see the end of November; for the 
longer it goes on, the worse it seems to 
get. A few weeks ago we had high tides, 
which flooded the streets of Cork on 
several evenings in succession, and made 


| their presence unpleasantly felt at many 


places along the coast. As if that were 
not enough, the rain has now arrived, 
and for the last week or so we have 
suffered a heavy and continuous downpour. 
Roads have been damaged, fields are under 
water, and the houses in several towns 
have suffered from flooding. 

One expects a certain amount of rain 
in the Scuth of Ireland, but the general 
feeling here is that the business is being 
overdone. Our cnly comfort (a small one, 
it is true) is the reflection that other 
counties seem to be suffering as much as 
we are. 


Comment was made last week on the 
fact that Cork, owing to shortage of accom- 
modation, is totally unprepared to deal 
with the large crowds of tourists which 
may be expected next year. Since then, 
however, a forward step has been taken 
by the Committee of the Irish Industrial 
Fair. Realising that the capacity of the 
hotels will be hopelessly over-taxed, they 
ure preparing to make a census of private 
houses in the city that may be willing 
to receive visitors. Something of this kind 
was badly needed; in fact, it seems the 
only successful way of dealing with the 
problem. 


COUNCIL AND MIRNISTFP, 


Since the Free State came in Cork 
people have always been a little suspicious 
that Dublin is trying to “ boss the show, ' 
and this feeling is probably at the back 
present dispute between Cork 
County Council and the Minister for 
Local Government. Appointments had to 
be made to posts on the Council and the 
Cork Mental Hospital. The Council 
wished to do this by promoting existing 
officials, while the Minister insisted on 
referring the matter to the Local Appoint- 
ments Commissioners. Both parties quoted 
Acts of Parliament in defence of their 
attitude, and the Council, who were at 


first inclined to a policy of open defiance, | 


were threatened with mandamus proceed- 
ings if they did not give in. A deputa- 
tion visited Dublin this week to place 
their point of view before the Minister, 


but met with no success, and the latest 
news is that the order for mandamus has 
been applied for and granted. 

It is a pity that the Minister has found 
it necessary to take this step; for the 
Council has adopted a very moderate tone 
throughout the dispute, and has merely 
expressed the wish that the position should 
be settled one way or another by the High 
Court. Moreover, a_ rather 


similar misunderstandings with other local 
authorities. 


A CANNING INDUSTRY. 
Cork, which has been so badly hit by 


the depression, will not allow itself to be 
beaten by it, and there is evidence that 
business men are as keen as ever on in- 
dustrial expansion. Negotiations have 
been going on lately for the establishment 
of a canning industry in the city, and a 
Cork inventor has perfected a new type 
of electrical battery, for which remarkable 
claims are made. In this case, also, it is 
stated, a private company is being formed 
to exploit it commercially. Limerick, too, 
may have a box-making industry in the 
near future. 

Details are not yet available about these 
new companies, and one has no oppor- 
tunity to judge if they are likely to be 
successful, but the important point is that 
they are being seriously considered, and 
that is no bad sign in these days. 


THE SHOPPING CARNIVAL. 


Cork is already beginning to think about 
Christmas, and the annual shopping 
carnival, which has been a feature of the 
season for some years past, 
Saturday. The streets are as gaily 
decorated as ever, and the prize-shopping 
scheme is an additional stimulus to the 
buyer. This scheme, one might mention, 
incurred official displeasure last year, on 
the grounds that it was a lottery, but it 
has now been modified in order to bring 
it within legal requirements. 

Among the more important social events 
of this week was the formation of a branch

MONG the announcements made to 
the Council of the Zoological Society 
at its meeting last Saturday morning, one 
of the most welcome was the acquisition 
of two very interesting new animals. One 
of them was a seal, taken off Carnsore 
Point, and presented to the Society by 
Mr. Weldon, who, it may be remembered, 
was also the donor of the elder of the two 
grey seals already located in the now 
remarkably well-stocked: seal-pond. Dr. 
Ferrar was able to tell the Council that 
the little animal is doing well for so 
recent a capture, and already appreciates 
its food. It probably realises that, but 
for the existence of a “ Zoo’”’ in Dublin, 
its fate after capture would have been 
distinctly less happy. i 
The other new animal will be seen in 
the Monkey House, where it has at once 
made itself quite at home, being 
evidently. well used to kind treatment. 
[It comes from Kenya Colony, and rejoices 


‘in the name of ‘‘ Speke’s Monkey '—a

T the headrace of the Shannon power 
A canal on Friday night, about thirty 
yards of the inner portion of the bank 
subsided, and a large portion of the concrete 
facing slid into the canal. ‘The staff, as well 
as the local Civic Guards, were immediately 
on the scene, and took all yrecautians for 
the protection of pedesizians who might be 
passing along the bank.

HE police have not yet discavered the 
man who murdered Mrs. O'Hare (77) 
on Friday night. She was shot dead 

at the door of her cottage at Ballylough. 
Castlewellan. (County Down. No motive can 
be asgribed for the crime and the chiefs at 
the Belfast Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment have been called to assist the local 
police in unravelling the mystery. 

Mrs. O'Hare lived with her son Frank 
(52). and there was with them at the time 
in the cottage a bay, John M‘Cann. Mrs. 
O'Hare answered a knock at the cottage 
door. A shot rang out, and she collapsed 
and died almost immediately. 

Mrs. O'Hare conducted a small grocery 
business in her cottage, and her tivift 
enabled her to accumulate a not’ inconsider- 
able amount of money, which she kept in the 
house. Varying theories are advanced to 
account for the crime. It is believed that 
the criminal is acquainted with the district, 
and it is regarded as significant that the 
lakings in the little shop were larger on a 
Friday than any other day.  A week 
previously a stone was thrown through a 
window of the heuse, breaking a lamp. Mrs. 
O'Hare was deeply perturbed hy this 
incident, and confided at intervals to friends 
that something terrible was going to happen 

At the inquest to-day her san, giving 
evidence, said that when his mother opened 
the door he heard her shout in a startled 
fashion. She staggered back into the kitchen, 
and fell partly Inte his arms. He saw a man 
through the half open «door. He had on a 
false face, like what children use at parties, 
and had a smoking revolver in his hand 
The boy, McCann. was going to attack the 
man with the tongs, hut witness kept him in, 
as he was afraid he also would be shot. 

Dr. Robert Magill stated that the bullet 
entered the top of the left arm, and passed 
through the chest, puncturing both lungs. 
Death was due to shock and hemorrhage. 
It was stated that the bullet was a 45, a 
calibre used for service Webley revolvers.

It is patent that Northern Ireland 
cannot pay its way on the old basis, and 
the new scheme of finance involving quin- 
quennial revaluation and the transfer of 
certain expenditure from the taxes to the 
rates has roused an insistent demand for 
a readjustment of the financial agreement 
with the British Treasury so that the 
Exchequer which receives the Northern 
surpluses should also meet the deficits. 

Pertinent questions for the Minister of 
Finance, Mr. H. M. Pollock, to answer 
when he moves the second reading of the 
Valuation Bill in the Northern Commons 
on Tuesday were posed to me to-day by a 
prominent local business man. ae 

SHUFFLING ALLEGED. 

“We would like to know from Mr. 
Pollock why it is necessary to alter the 
basis of valuations and State expendi- 
ture upon which the finances of Northern 
Ireland were established when the Parlia- 
ment was set up. 

‘Was it not always contended by the 
Minister of Finance and other Ministers 
that if there was not sufficient revenue 
produced in Northern Ireland from the 
taxes imposed by the Imperial Chancellor 
that the British Treasury .;ould meet the 
deficit just as it took the surpluses as 
imperial contributions ? 

‘Tf that contention was correct why 
does not the Imperial Exchequer meet the 
deficit of £45,000 this vear instead of 
denuding the Northern Road Fund of 
£75,000, quite contrary to provisions of 
the Colwyn award. which only visualised 
the payment of the contribution where 
there are surpluses ? 

‘“ Why is the Northern Government so 
anxious that the Imperial Exchequer 
should shuffle out of its obligation, and 
why should it assist it to do so bv rolling 
expenditure from the State on to local 
authorities and increasing valuation? 

‘Has Mr. Snowden and the British 
Treasury taken a contrary view from the 
Northern Ministers on these matters, and, 


if so, why have the Northern peopie not 
been told ?’’ it 


EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 


He took a very serious view of the whole 
business, he proceeded; for whatever is 
done now will form a precedent which will 
operate very drastically against Northern 
Ireland in the future. The Northern 
Parliament should take a firm stand for 
the fulfilment in letter and spirit of the 
agreement made when the Northern 
Parliament was formed. 

Moreover, Northern Ireland will very 
possibly be faced with a series of deficits 
owing to Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land changing from a free trade to a tariff 
policy. 

A large amount of tariff revenue will be 
collected at British ports on account of 
commodities for use in Northern Ireland, 
vet Northern revenue will get no credit 
for it. As so much revenue will in future 
be derived from imports there will 
possibly be reductions in income tax, beer, 
spirit ana tobacco duties, and the inevit- 
able shrinkage of the revenue, reserved 
and transferred, collected in Northern Ire- 
land will be unlikely to meet the cost of 
the services, much less provide a surplus 
for imperial contribution. 

Will Northern Ireland be called upon to 
meet these deficits, as it i: proposing to do 
this vear, notwithstanding that it will be 
on account of the British fiscal system, 
which will also be ‘making her suffer 
through the general increase in the cost 
of the commodities brought about by

PROVISIONS OF 
TRAFFIC BILL. 


HEAVY EXTRA WORK 
ENTAILED, 


—— 
(By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


HE pressure of work which is inevit- 
able in connection with the insurance 
of motor vehicles required by the new 
Traffic Bill was the subject of an interview 
on Saturday between Mr. R. Mulcahy, 
Free State Minister for Local Government, 
and officials of the Guild of Insurance 
Officers of the Irish Free State. The 
object of the deputation was to delay the 
coming into force of the new measure for 
at least three months in view of th: 
enormous amount of insurance work which 
will be required to be done under Part V., 
which provides for the compulsory insur- 
ance by owners of mechanically-propelled 
vehicles, 

It was explained to the Minister that 
at least 24 900 new policies would have to 
be issued, and about 34,000 policies would 
have to be re-issued or amended to meet 
the requirements of the bill. To do this 
between now and the lst January, wher 
the bill might be brought into force, would 
involve a great amount of overtime work. 

According to Section 2 the bill, when 
passed, will come into operation on such 
day or days as may be fixed by orders of 
the Minister, either generally or with 
reference to any particular purpose or 
provision, and different davs may be fixed 
for different purposes and different pro 
visions of the bill. 

The Minister expressed sympathy with 
the object of the deputation, and welcomed 
their offer of co-operation in solving the 
problem. It was understood that two 
members of the Guild would put them- 
selves at the disposal of the Minister in 
connection with the matter. 


ELECTRICITY SUPPLY 
CHARGES. 


LIMERICK DEPUTATION 
TO THE BOARD. 


An important deputation from Limerick 
will wait on the Electricity Supply Board 
to-day for the purpose of making repre- 
sentations against the proposed increase of 
25 per cent. in electricity charges as 
applied to the Limerick area. It is under- 
stood that the deputation will present a 
largely signed petition on behalf of 
Limerick traders on the same subject. 

It is ‘understood that the report and 
statement of accounts of the Electricity 
Supply Board for 1929-30 will be available 
for publication early this week, and that 
an effort will be made to have a debate in 
the Dail on the entire subject at an early 
date. 

In connection with the system of 
charging for gas, it is of interest to note 
that the Kilkenny Gas Company is offer- 
ing to its customers the alternative of pay- 
ing for their gas supplies ‘‘ the same 
poundage upon their rateable value as 
required by the Electricity Supply 
Board,” and a corresponding reduction 
per unit consumed.

PREPARING FOR 
OTTAWA. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states : John Gilmour's announce- 
ment. valuable as its effect has been in 
reviving hope. and confidence among 
British farmers, is just as valuable for 
ite imperial significance. Following on 
Mr. Kunciman’s action in checking 
imports by heavy duties, it completes the 
proof that the National Government 1s 
prepared to take bold measures, however 
much they may be opposed to the academic 
theories which have hitherto dominated 
our fiscal policy. It gives solid ground, 
in fact. for believing that the Government 
mean business in their dealings with the 
other Governments of the Empire, and, 
in particular, that they look for sub- 
stantial results beneficial to the whole 
Empire from the Ottawa Conference. The 
invitations to that Conference were issued 
by the Canadian Government, and Mr. 
Bennett is taking advantage of his brief 
visit to England to explore the ground 
with Mr. Thomas arid with other public 
men. 

Ministers have assured the country that 
everything will be done on this side that 
can be done to make the Conference a 
success, and a committee of the Cabinet 
is already at work preparing the ground 
for. the Conference. No less was to be 
expected of them ; for both Mr. Macdonald 
and Mr. Baldwin had made it clear during 
the election campaign that the conclusion 
of economic agreements with the Dominions 
was an essential part of the National 
Government s policy. 


MR. THOMAS'S WORK. 

Even though the Conference does not 
meet till July, adds The Times, there will 
not be too much time for all the prepara- 
tory work that requires to be done. The 
stimulus to that work, its supervision and 
co-ordination are the responsibility of the

Cabinet Committee, which will ultimately | 


have to recommend to the full Cabinet 
the decisions to be based upon it. In that 
(Committee the main burden will 
naturally fall upon the Secretary of State 
for the Dominions, who will also have to 
shoulder the task of establishing the 
necessary preliminary understandings with 
the other Governments of the Empire. This 
latter task he has hitherto proposed to dis- 
charge by making a comprehensive tour of 
all the Dominions, and discussing per- 
sonally with the different Governments the 
procedure and policy of the Conference ; 
and there are advantages about this 
method which make it particularly attrac- 
tive. But there are disadvantages also to 
be considered. 

The whole tour, as at first projected, 
would involve Mr. Thomas’s absence from 
England for almost the full time between 
now and the Conference, during which 
time the preparatory work would have to 
vo on, and all manner of questions would 
arise, and would have to be decided 
without him. Moreover, circumstances 
have changed during the last few weeks, 
and have at once simplified and com- 
plicated the original programme. Mr. 
Bennett is in London at this moment and 
available for consultation, while between 
now and July there will be general elec- 
tions both in New Zealand and in 
Australia. The work which remains for 
Mr. Thomas to do at home is of so much 
importance for the success of the Confer- 
ence that, on a review of all the cireum- 
stances, he may find it advisable both to 
hasten and to curtail his preliminary 
visits abroad. It is to him that the 
Dominions will look to see that all their 
separate views and interests are kept fully

CORRESPONDENT. 


As a result of the agitation by pro- 
ducers for a winter milk price that 
will leave them a reasonable profit, I un- 
derstand that agreement has been reached 
between the Leinster Milk Producers’ 
Association and certain leading dairymen 
in Dublin. This will probably ve followed 
by an increase in the retail price of milk 
as from to-morrow, lst December, when 
the new scale of wholesale prices will come 
into operation. 

In the past it was usual for members 
of the Dublin Cowkeepers’ Association to 
increase the retail price of milk by one 
halfpenny or a penny per quart from the 
beginning of Novémber until the Ist of 
May. This increase has not so far taken 
place this year, but owing to the ad- 
vancing cost of foodstuffs for town and 
country-fed dairy cows, some advance in 
the price of milk is felt to be necessary. 

London distributors have been retailing 
milk at the summer price of sixpence 
per quart up to now, but producers are 
demanding an increase of fourpence per 
gallon, and it is probable that this will 
be agreed upon at a meeting between the 
parties concerned on Wednesday next. 
Consumers, however, will be obliged to 
make up the difference. 

The low price being paid by distribu- 
tors in London has resulted in a shortage 
which has been made good by milk im. 
ported from Ireland at round about 1s. 6d 
per gallon, and also by milk supplies from 
Denmark and Holland. Some Irish 
creameries turned to the milk trade 'n 
view of the low price of butter, but when 
the dispute between Dublin and Londo. 
suppliers and producers is settled, thes» 
creameries must return to their legitimate 
work of making butter, or catering for the 
fresh cream trade. ' 

To-day a meeting of the Leinster Milk 
Producers’ ;Association will be held at ó 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, when the 
latest developments will be dealt with. 


WICKLOW FARMERS. 


There is a disposition on the part of 
Dublin milk purveyors to meet the de- 
mands of the Leinster Milk Producers’ 
Association, according to a statement re- 
ceived by Wicklow farmers yesterday. 

The Association meets to-day in Dublin 
to consider replies from milk purveyors, 
who have been asked if they will take 
ls. ld. per gallon for their milk during 
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the winter season. Fast Wicklow farmers 
do most of their business with Messrs. 
Hughes Bros., of Rathfarnham, Dublin, 
who have been paying 10$d. a gallon up 
to the present. Messrs. Hughes have sent 
a letter to their Wicklow suppliers and 
have made certain proposals, but these 
proposals were not discussed by the 
farmers; for it was decided that the dis- 
pute would be settled by the farmers as 
a whole, and not by the farmers in any 
particular district. They are leaving the 
whole matter to be discussed at the meet- 
ing of farmers in Dublin. 


LEINSTER SOCIETY 
OF ORGANISTS. 


RECITAL OF VOCAL AND 
ORGAN MUSIC. 


The second meeting of the session of the 
Leinster Society of Organists and Choir- 
masters was held at the Royal lrish Academy 
of Music, when, instead of a lecture, the 
programme was devoted to a recital of vocal 
music by the members of Seapoint Choral 
Union, under the conductorship of Madame 
Eileen Love, L.R.C.M., with contributions 
on the organ by Mr. J. Verner Love. There 
was some good part-singing by the choir, 
their pices including “ Break, break on thy 
cold, giey stones” (MacFarren), “ How 
lovely are the messengers”’ (Mendelssohn's 
“St. Paul’’) and a glee from '“ Oberon in 
Fairvland’’ (Stevens). An interesting item 
was Spohr’s setting tor soprano solo and five 
parts of the psalm ' As pants the hart.”

BRIDGE IN A 
NIGHT. 
GREAT FEAT ON ENGLISH 
RAILWAY. 


At 12.15 p.m. yesterday a company of 
engineers ‘‘ knocked off’’ at Eltham, 
Kent, after a great feat. In twelve hours 
they had cut out an iron bridge carrying 
a branch of the Southern Railway across 
Westhorne avenue, lifted the old bridge 
away and inserted a new bridge eighty-five 
feet long. They finished the bridge- 
changing in three-quarters of an hour less 
than the time planned. 

Soon afterwards a Charing Cross to 
Dartford train crossed the new bridge on 
an ordinary journey. 

The work was part of a road-widening 
scheme, and was done by the London 
County Council to the HE oí the 
Southern Railway chief engineer. The 
new roadway had been cut through the 
railway embankment, and the new longer 
bridge, complete with sleepers and rails, 
had been constructed on steel rollers near 
the old bridge. Immediately after the 
passing of the last overnight train 
mechanics took possession of the iron 
bridge and cut it. The old structure was 
soon away, and the tackle moved the 440 
tons of the new bridge into position in two

JAPANESE TROOPS 


WITHDRAWING. 


QUIBBLING AT LEAGUE 


COUNCIL CONTINUES, 
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From Revuter’s SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
MU KDEN, ‘Sunday. 
HE situatioy in storm-tossed Manchuria 
has undergone a_ transformation 
during the week-end. The withdrawal to 
Mukden of the Japanese brigade, which 
wént down the Mukden-Peking Railway 
in the direction of Chinchow on Friday, 
was virtually completed to-day. 

A considerable force of troops has also 
arrived from Tsitsihar. A battalion of 
Japanese troops have left for Dairen, 
where it is expected it will embark for 
Tientsin. 

The general withdrawal of the Japanese 
forces to within the railway zone, except 
for small detachments in Kirin (capital 
of Kirin Province), Chinlinko, Tsitsihar, 
and either Chengchiatun or Taonan, is 
announced by the Army headquarters 
here. 


NO MAN’S LAND, 


Mr. Yano, the Japanese Chargé 
d’Affaires in Peking, acting on instruc- 
tions from Tokyo, called on Marsha! 
Chang Hsueh-liang yesterday evening to 
discuss the proposal of a neutral zone 
between Mukden and Shanghaikuan, says 
a Reuter telegram from Peking. 

Marshal Chang, it is understood, stated 
that, subject to the approval of the Nan- 
king Government, he was willing to with- 
draw the Chinese troops from Chinchow 
to Shanghaikuan, but he added that the 
withdrawal would leave the area at the 
mercy of bandits. He suggested that 
Chinese cavalry patrols should be left to 
assist the local officials to maintain order. 

Official dispatches from Washington 
denying Mr. Stimson’s alleged indictment 
of Japan, have served to soothe the 
indignation which had been temporarily 
aroused, says a message from Tokvo. 
Mutual expressions of regret that mis- 
quotation should have given rise to mis- 
understanding having been exchanged, the 
incident is now considered closed. 

The main danger point now appears to 
be Tientsin, but, despite sensational re- 
ports reaching the vernacular Press, 
officials «-nsider serious developments in 
North China unlikely, as the Japanese 
reinforcements are expected to have a 
quietening effect. 


LEAGUE NEGOTIATIONS. 


From REvTeR’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS. Sunday. 

A meeting of the League Council was 
held this afternoon, when the Japanese 
suggestions wer: sympathetically con- 
sidered and were found to be eminently 
reasonable. It was decided to hold 
another meeting of the Drafting Com- 
mittee with the Chinese delegation to- 
morrow morning. It is hoped by this 
means to accelerate the negotiations. 

The dark spot continues to be Chinchow, 
and the reply of the Japanese delegation 
to M. Briand’s Note of Thursday last has 
caused some misgiving among members of 
the Council, in spite of the satisfying 
verbal assurances given by Mr. Yoshizawa.

PLEA FOR EXTENSION OF 
OPERATION. 


Reference was made by Mr. Sean T 
MacEntee, T.D., in speeches at Newcastle 
and Saggart, Co. Dublin, yesterday to 
the growing deficit in the Free State 
Budget. It was characteristic of the Free 
State Government’s attitude towards the 
people, he said, that, instead of seeking 
to minimise the present burden of taxa- 
tion and to balance the Budget, Mr. 
Cosgrave and Mr. Blythe piled on more 
taxation. 

There was one thing that the Free State 
Government should do, and i: would be of 
some assistance to the farmers,. and that 
was to permit the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation to engage in ordinary bank- 
ing business i. the agricultural districts. 
At the present time the deposits of the 
Irish farmers are entrusted to the Joint 
Stock Banks, who had placed that money 
largely in foreign industries and the 
securities of foreign Governments. If the 
Agricultural Credit Corporation were per- 
mitted to open branches throughout the 
country there would be two important 
results: the money of Irish farmers would 
be invested in their own industries, and 
existing banks would have a formidable 
competitor that would make them concede 
much better terms to the farmer in the 
future. Mr. MacEntee hoped that the 
Free State Government would accept the 
suggestion. It was the leat that 
Cumann na nGaedheal might do for the 
farmer, and he hoped that their banker 
friends, who had put. their names to the 
recent private and confidential circular 
asking for funds for them, would give 
their permission.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

HE most critical period in German 

history, in the opinion of many 
foreign observers here, lies ahead of the 
Fatherland during the next six months. 

‘‘ Whither Germany? ” is the question 
which many thinking citizens of varying 
shades of opinion are asking themselves, 
as they see their country moving towards 
possible disaster and bloodshed. The. 
Bruening Government is struggling man- 
fully to overcome the difficulties and steer 
clear of the rocks ahead, but will it 
succeed ? 

Meanwhile the Nazi (Fascist) movement, 
under Adolf Hitler, is rolling relentlessly 
on. 

Every election of recent months has pro- 
duced a similar result—enormous in- 
creases in the number of Nazi voters every- 
where. The Nazi leaders are looking 
forward confidently to the Prussian elec- 
tions next May, in which they anticipate 
a sweeping victory and the overthrow of 
the hated Socialist reqime. 

“ He who has Prussia has the Reich ”* 
Is a Saying in German politics. When 
Hitler has Prussia things will become 
lively in Germany. 


- H EADS WILL ROLL.” 


Although Hitler himself has generally 
kept a careful watch on his tongue, some of 
his friends have not been so discreat, and 
have openly announced that on the day 
they are in power woe betide the Marxists 
and the “ criminals of November. 1918.” 

Hitler himself has said that “ heads will 
roll “” when he takes charge of affairs. and 
there is not a doubt that many of his 
fanatical followers would like to see that 
heads do roll. Heads will be those of 
Socialists, Communists and Jews. Need- 
less to say. the Socialists and Communists 
will not take things lying down. and are 
already making preparations to face the 
dangers which threaten them. Con- 
sequently, it is difficult to see how 
Germany can avoid bloodshed if. as is 
generally expected, Hitler is to be her 
“man of destiny.” 

_ Moreover, the extremist wing of the 
Nazis appears to be gaining ground in the 
movement. The chief Nazi newspaper has 
announced that ‘‘ the way to freedom can 
only lead over the corpse of the Red 
Centre.” This crystallises the Nazis’ 
violent hostility to the Catholic Centre 
Party with the strong Catholic trade 
unions behind it, which they regard as the 
only serious obstacle to their progress, 


PRESIDENT HITLER. 


Hitler’s present aim is to increase the 
registered members of his party to one 
million, and when this has heen attained 
membership will be confined to young 
people. The object of this is to allay the 
anxiety of the “ old “uard,” who fear to be 
prejudiced if the time comes for Govern- 
ment posts to be given away in favour of 
the *‘ Septemberers ’’—that is, those who 
voted Nazi at the last election for oppor- 
tunist reasons.

LONDON, Sunday Night. 

Tt racing season which ended yesterday 

has not n one about which to ‘‘ write 

home,” so to speak, and yet, when we 
look at the fact that one trainer has won 
for his patrons a sum of £93,899, which 
smashes all previous records, those who have 
horses at Manton with Lawson cannot feel 
other than satisfied with the results they 
have obtained. 

Of the Manton owners, Mr. Washington 
Singer has won individualiy the biggest sum, 
the bulk of which has been gained by bis 
Irish-bred colt by Gainsborough, out of 
Golden Hair, who has now been named 
Orwell. 

Next to him in the Manton list comes Lord 
Astor, and, like Mr. Singer, he has a bril- 
lant two-vear-old, Mannamead, to go to 
market with next year. 

I find nething much in the relative posi- 
tions of the Satine owners bevond the 
ordinary ebb and flow that are seen vear after 
vear. Mr. Arthur Dewar is at the top of 
the list at the end of his second vear as 
an owner, but he inherited a great stud and 
stable from his uncle, the late Lord Dewar. 

Lord Rosebery is fourth on the winning 
owners’ list, and he also inherited a stud and 
stable from his late father. The bulk of the 
winnings which stand to his credit were, 
however, contributed by an Irish-bred colt, 
Sandwich, whom he bought at auction. 
NOT 80 GOOD. 

Neither the Aga Khan nor Lord Derby has 
had as good a season as they had an any of 
the last few vears. Lord Woolavington, too, 
has not been enjoving the luck which at- 
tended him in the seasons of Captain Cuttle 
and Coronach. The decline of his racing 
fortunes seems to coincide with the decline 
of Hurry On. 

It is not so long ago that Hurry On and 
Thalaris were, vear after vear, disputing 
leading places in the table of winning sires. 
This time Hurrv On is not in the first dozen, 
nor is there one of his sons: while even 
though Phalaris has heen dead for some time 
he is seventh in the list, and his son, Pharos, 
is at the top. his progeny having won £43,702. 
against £1,800 last year, and £550 the vear 


before. 


Sent to France, partly because breedérs 
did not seem too keen to avail them- 
selves of his services, and partly hecause his 
owner had Phalaris still going strong and 
Colorado to replace him. Pharos this vear 
has fully established himself, and though both 
Phalaris and (‘olorado are dead Lord Derby 
has Pharos still, a very voung sire, and Fair- 
wav—the best of the whole lot in the opinion 
of Frank Butters, who trained him—to carry 
on the line. 

Gainsborough and Son-in-Law have been

his own sire in. the second season with 
runners. 

SANSOVINO’S SUCCESS. 

Sansovino has taken fifth place in his third 
season, his best winner having, of course. 
been Sandwich. Tetratema has dropped 
back for once, alter three wondertul seasons, 
while Papyrus, Abbot's Trace and Grand 
Parade remain about steady. Buchan, alter 
one remarkable season when his stock went 
right up, has had three successive seasons 
in which something over £12.000 has been 
credited to him on each occasion. Prince 
(ialahad has had one of the best seasons in

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this country, £12,506 having been won by | 


his stock. 

The French sire, M. de St. Alary’s Bruleur, 
has £15,927 credited to him, his biggest 
success having been that of Drulette in the 
Oaks. French horses in all have won no less 
than £38,494, which must be a record--at 
eny rate for many years—-while horses bred 
in the United States nave collected £8.255. 

Breeders for sale occupy four of the first 
twelve posifions in the winning breeders’ 
liet. and three of them—Lord Furness, third 
with £23.070 won; Mr. J. J. Maher fifth with 
£20.161, and the National Stud eighth with 
$11.970—are located in Ireland. The only 
English breeder for sale in the first twelve 
is the Sledmere Stud, which is twelfth with 
££.852. 

SMALL BREEDERS’ HARD LUCK. 

These have been the plums of the season. 


' The individual who, reviewing it in perspec- 


tive, has the worst misgivings is the breeder, 
and especially the small breeder, who, in 
several cases, has been completely knocked 
cut. Even those who are feeling the worst 
effects of the fall in. the price of bloodstock, 
and are trying to cut their. losses. or a pro 
portion of them, at the December sales by 
selling out lock. stock and barrel. cannot 
look forward with a great deal of hope to 
their dispersals.

GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


SEAKALE IN SITU. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Yimes, the Garden Correspondent 
says :— 

Now is a good’ planting time for 
we cultivation of the 
vegetable, or ‘on better lines than the 
neglected, worn-out roots adverted to. 
The comparatively new Lily White 
variety, which does not show the pur- 
plish- toned tops, 1s preferable, although 
the typical kind is good when properly 
treated. Now with the clearing off of 
the foliage comes the orthodox method of 
covering the crowns with coal ashes. To 
this we say *‘ Don’t!” The cleanest and 
best- blanched Seakale is had by cover- 
ing well with fine, well-pulverised soil, 
for which at the immediate present there 
is no hurry; and that, of course, under 
dry surface conditions when the crowns 
can be covered to a depth of six inches, 
and so soon as growth towards spring 
shows signs of peeping through, a little 
more covering may be added. With 
strong-crowned roots, after re- covering, 
a good second crop is had, and after 
that the crux of the whole question is 
disbudding.

MARKETING. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
Says : 

Although ducklings may be sold at the 
Christmas markets, the principal trade is 
done from February to July. Of course, 
during the early months the best prices 
are obtained. They are usually ‘sent to 
market similar to other poultry. They 
are fasted before killing and killed by 
dislocation of the neck. In plucking, only 
the large feathers are drawn from the 
wings, but the body is fully plucked. 
They should be packed in a similar man- 
ner to that we have described lately for 
other poultry, covered with clean parch- 
ment paper, and packed with straw be- 
tween each layer.
